The characters were realis- 
tically portrayed, the storyline 
was imaginative and | would 
like to see more of Merlin 
Soon. Just ask Lewis to use a 
little restraint next time 
around! / 

The second story, which I 
would like to applaud, was 
also by Lewis. It was called 
"The Expedition.” 

It featured simpler, more 
direct story telling . . . the ex- 
treme opposite of his Merlin 
tale. The plot was less compli- 
cated, involving only two 
characters and å monster. In 
this tale he used his charac- 
ters to maximum advantage 

..allowing the horror to build 

naturally ...slowly and effec- 
tively. "The Expedition" held 
my interest right to the end. 
The panel where the lurking 
beast grabs the hunter's hand 
underwater was frightening. 
Had I seen it in a movie, | 
would have leaped out of my 
seat. The uncomplicated art 
of Leopold Sanchez added 
immeasurably to the frighten- 
ing mood of the story

ere are some depressing facts for 

you to think about before you go 

back to reading your overpriced, 
underwritten Warren magazine: 


hen National Comics publisher 

and president Carmine Infanti- 

no was abruptly dismissed earli- 
er this year, the corporate bigwigs at 
Warner Communications, the conglom- 
erate which owns National, decided it 
needed new blood. After all, National 
was in its worst sales slump in many years 
and prospects were not good for imme- 
diate improvement. 

Their chosen one for new blood as 
president, the key moneyman position? 
None other than Sol Harrison. 

For those of you unfamiliar with an- 
cient comic-book history, Harrison has 
literally been around since the beginning 
of time, having worked on the earliest 
comic books ever published. As far ås 
anyone can tell, his first move after tak- 
ing over as president was to telephone 
key National personnel and assure them 
that things would continue to be the 
same under his reign 

ver at Marvel Comics, Mr. One- 

Note himself, publisher Stan Lee, 

who has been with Marvel since 
1939, went looking for a new editor after 
the occasionally talented Marv Wolf- 
man's term ended. Mr. One-Note, who 
hasn't generated an original idea since 
he hit upon his now-cliched "superhero- 
with-problems” concept in 1961, decided 
he needed someone new to help Marvel 
out of its sales and quality decline. 

His choice for new boy wonder at the 
misnamed “House of Ideas”? Roy Thom- 
as. 

For those of you unfamiliar with re- 
cent comic-book history, Thomas served 
a totally forgettable stint as editor from 
1972 to 1974, has spent the better portion 
of the last five years adapting other writ- 
ers’ stories, and once revealed that the 
only thing he was ever interested in writ- 
ing was funny books.

ill DuBay's resignation at Warren 

has left what many industry heavies 

believe is a rather large gap in the 
always shoestring-sized Warren organiza- 
tion. I am not privy to Warren corporate 
secrets despite this column, but, as of the 
first week of March, no editor had yet 
been chosen: The betting is, however, 
that the eventual successor to DuBay 
will be pulled from the already thin ranks 
of the comic-book busines 

ow believe me, I'm all for tradition 

and recycling the same old troops 

—when it serves a purpose and 
when an industry can afford it. But the 
comic-book business is presently suffer- 
ing through one hell of а sales and crea- 
tive nosedive. 

Sales haven't been as poor since Estes 
Kefauver and his Senatorial good ole 
boys were conducting their nationally 
televised hearing into alleged links be- 
tween comics and crime back in the 1950s. 

Creatively, the comic books, never 
quite the cultural font some would have 
us believe, are as stagnant as ever. It 
looks like we may be in for another round 
of 1940s superheroes or, worse still, 
another round of 1950s B.E.M.s from 
every corner of the galaxy. And it's hard- 
ly uplifting when the two most acclaimed 
titles of the year are Warren's THE 
SPIRIT and Marvel's HOWARD THE 
DUCK. That one is merely а series of 
reprints from the 1940s and the other is 
a badly-updated and inane version of 
Donald Duck does not bode well for the 
creative busines: 

hould you need some very hard 

facts and figures to convince you 

about the very hard times the com- 
ic-book industry has fallen upon of late, 
let me offer this little depressing tidbit 
of mathematics. According to the best 
calculations I could compile from Post. 
Service records, the Audit Bureau of Cir- 
culation (ABC) notices and a series of 
conversations with many of the nation’s 
leading independent magazine distribu- 
tors, comic-book sales are down about 30 
percent during the last six-to-12 months. 

And they're getting worse. 

“My records show comic sales down 
about 50 per cent, one half, since last 

























July," said an executive of the nation's 
leading independent distributor of comic 


books. 
His gloomy assessment of the comic- 


book business is shared by most of the 
independent distributors. They're un- 
happy with the comic-book business al- 
ready—they don't make much money 
even when comics are selling. Most of 
them plainly indicate they're not about 
to keep concentrating on comic books 
if sales continue to drop. 

And, dear fans, without the indepen- 
dent distributors, there are no comic 
books. None. Good-bye. Pack it in and 
blow away. 


here are, of course, any number of 

reasons for the comic-book sales 

decline. The creative people aren't 
free to produce material in tune with the 
times, the distribution channels are stack- 
ed against the successful merchandising 
of comic books, and the economy is still 
being fickle with any low-priced high- 
volume item like comics. 

More than anything, however, the de- 
cline in sales must be laid to the decline 
in quality of the books. Comic maga- 
zines simply aren't-as well written and 
drawn as they have been. And that's 
not saying much—they were never all 
that good to begin with. What to do? 

Short of junking the whole system and 
firing nine of every 10 people who pur- 
port to write and draw and edit comics 
as a profession— probably the most logi- 
cal solution, by the way— not а whole lot. 

But some things can be done, and, as 
this column progresses, I'll be present- 
ing some ideas. ГЇЇ also be discussing 
some of comics weakest points, their 
most blatant shortcoming and ГЇЇ also 
be*feeding you some information about 
the business most comic moguls would 
prefer you wouldn't know. 

ames Warren, the publisher and all- 

around big kahuna of Warren Pub- 

lishing, has promised that this col- 
umn will be an uncensored, open forum, 
so his operations will be getting the same 
scrutiny as Marvel or National or Gold 
Key or Charlton. 

More than anything, however, this 
column should be a forum for you.
